WILL THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES ACT? 


THE question which in the circumstances arises is whether som*= 
Jewish body or bodies ought not at once to do something so as to 
mitigate undeserved suffering to the innocent victims. The organisa. 
tion to which we naturally turn in such a crisis is the Board 
of Deputies, the one body which is supposed to voice the feelings of 
the Jews of Great Britain. The Board has found it unnecessary to 
meet during the present month on account of the absence of any 
important business, and even if it had come together at the usual 
time it would have met before the newest development in the intern- 
ment question had been reached. But there is no reason why, in the 
situation that has now been created, it should not be brought together 
without the -least delay. It is obvious that the procedure in the 
carrying out of the Government policy is clouded with innumerable 
difficulties. For example, what are tobe the conditions governing the 
repatriation of women and children? Again, is there to be an appeal 
against repatriation as well as against internment ? Further,to take one 
other like point, is the freedom of naturalised Germans and Austrians 
to be placed at the mercy of any informer who chooses to frame some 
charge against them? These, and a score of other points, will 
immediately occur to anybody who reads the speech of the PRIME

THE SPIRIT OF ENGLAND. 


THERE is everything consistent with the most sacred duties of a British 
citizen in helping to liberate old men and women from the perils of 
deportation, or providing for the women and children who have lost 
their supporters. Indeed, such conduct is in complete accord with those 
very principles and sentiménts which have most dignified Britain in 
history, which have conferred upon her the unchallengable moral 
leadership of the world, and which to-day we proudly set in rivalry 
with the inhuman and barbarous standards proclaimed by an enemy 
Power. Let the community beware of the fallacy of supposing that 
unswervingsand passionate devotion to this country demands the 
abandonment of its finest traditions towards aliens and strangers. 
The one lesson which England has taught the world in the past is 


that a nation to be great, must remain humane ; that its citizens, if they 


would be patriots, cannot play the tyrant. Those who lose sight of 
this unforgettable teaching do no good service to this great country, 
and we cannot for a moment believe that the men who lead the 
Board of Deputies will be dead to its influence. It may be that the 
work which we suggest will be too much for any single organisation, 
If so, there are other bodies and individuals who would most gladly 
offer their services. But whatever happens, we trust that the com- 
munity, not only as good Jews, but as good Englishmen, will seize 
the right and true aspect of this matter and will know how to add to 
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the shining example of patriotic ‘duty which they have already given 
the protection of the weak and the heiping ot the helpless.

THE LOYAL LADS.” 

IT is a splendid report which Sir FREDERIC NATHAN has given 
of the services of the Jewish Lads’ Drigade in the present war. It was 
decidedly not a case of ’ business as usual” with this fine organisa- 
tion when the war broke out. Almost with one consent the ollicers 


- abandoned their customary life and took up arms. The senior lads 


followed suit, and the Brigade, if it had not been for the efforts of the 
comparative few who still remained, might have practically ceased to 
exist. We would have to go far to finda more splendid example of 
ready patriotism—an example rendered more than ever memorable by 
the death, in action, of two of the Drigade’s officers, Major Myer 
and Lieut. Stern. The conduct both of the officers and lads is a great 
testimony to the spirit which has from the first animated the Drigade, 
as well, we hope we may.adj, a measure of the devotion with 
which our community as a whole has rallied to the call of country and 
civilisation in this time of dire emergency. The conduct of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade is an inspiriting example to all those Jews of 
these islands who can shoulder a ritle but have still refrained. Let 
us also add that it constitutes an imperative and altogether irresistible 
call upon the general support for a movement whi h, in spite of the 
grand impulse that has sent so many members to the [’ront, has 
still been bravely kept in being. The cause of humanity will triumph 
in God's good time, and the Brigade. will 
keep the great spirit which moves it alive among the lads of the 
future. The best acknowledgment we can make of its patriotism is 
to come to its financial assistance so that it should not for ever work 
under the discouraging influence of a large deficit.

“A CHALLENGE TO THE COMMUNITY'S HONOUR.” 


Tue chief feature of the meeting in support of the Jewish 
Hospital, a report of which is published in this week’s issue, was the 
absolute confidence displayed in the successful accomplishment of 
the project. It is perfectly apparent from the tone of the speeches, as 
well as indeed from the facts of the case, that the scheme for a Jewish 
Hospital has now passed out of the region of mere controversy into 
the arena of progressive realisation. A Jewish Hospital is no longer 
a pious aspiration; it is on the point of becoming a fact. That is 
the aspect of the matter which should most arrest the attention of a 
community which prides itself, at all events in the philanthropic 
domain, upon being essentially practical. The Jewish Hospital is 
going to come. Of that there is no manner of doubt. The whole 
question for us then is, as our contributor MENTOR ”’ points out in 
the article he contributes to the present issue, whether this Hospital 
shal! be a credit or the reverse; whether it shall be a useful institution, 
or whether it shall become a fiasco, bringing disrepute upon the Jewish 
name. It is,in brief, now a matter of Jewish prestige, quite as much as 
of Jewish charity; and if only for that reason we venture to make a 
most earnest appeal to our well-to-do coreligionists to come generously 
and whole-heartedly to its support. These are days when the 
mutual sympathies and support of all sections of the population form 
a ground for satisfaction and increasing national strength.

ITS CONTRIBUTION TO THE ARMY. 

In the fourteenth annual report of the Hlayes Industrial School just issued the 
Manayers give pride of place to the “ Roll of Honour.” The “ Roll” shows that, 
s>- far as is known, forty-six old boys have responded to their country’s call in her 
hour of need. Since the establishment of the school in 1901, 209 boys have been 
discharged, of whom only 132 are eligible for military service ; the figures of enlist- 
ment therefore represent the magnificent proportion of over 34 per cent.—a record 
of which the Managers are deservedly proud. There are representatives of the 
school in the Canadian and Australian contingents; and the Royal Flying Corps, a 
well aS in many notable regiments. One of them, a promising non-commissione: 


officer, waskilled at Ypres, another fell in the action at Neuve Chapelle, while a 
third was wounded in action against Maritz, the South African rebel. The 
lanagers, commenting on these facts, observe

Reviewing the actual school work the report says :— 


siderauiOa of the managers veryone closely conversant with the character’ of juvenie 
delinquents and neglected Citidren recognises the importance of this work he good 
r ts achieved in the institution are often minimised, or even entirely lost, if “after 


care” is not recognised as being of paramount importance. The carrying out of this 
policy, however, involves a large fiaancial burden upon the funds of the school, but 
experience has shown that the money so devoted brings forth excellent results. Many of 
the 209 boys, who (as stated above) have passed through the school during the past 
fourteen years have now reached manhood's estate and are leading industrious lives. 
Every boy in Standard II. and above attends the classes in manual instruction, and in 
addition specialises ds far as possible as a preparation for the trade or calling which he is 
likely to take up on l¢aving the School. One boy who left the School in 1911 is to day 
employed as under-chef in one of the best-known hotels in the Metropolis. The School 
has again been assessed as “exceptionally eficient” by the London County Council. 
The reports from the several examiners still testify tothe thoroughness and success of 
the education generally. Organised indoor and outdoor games are encouraged. Boys 
are allotted garden plots, which they cultivate according to their own ideas. Library 
books are provided, but the number of books are sadly deficient. The boys are induced 
to cultivate hobbies of their own while in the School, and upon leaving they are advised 
to join a boys’ club, the boy scouts, or to attend evening continuation classes. 

In addition to thanking a number of honorary officials, the managers record 
their high appreciation of the services rendered by the Superintendent and the 
other members of the staff, and they also thank the Secretary, Mr. E. P. 
Ornstien, for his devotion to the work of his department and to the affairs of the 
school in general. The income for the year was £3,233, and the ordinary 
expenditure /3,406, but extra payments and industrial departments swallowed 
up £801 more, so that the total outlay reached 44,207. At the end of 1914 there 
was an overdraft of 4727 due to the department's bankers, and the Managers 
regard with some apprehension the outlook for 1915 :—

HE time has really gone by when we need discuss the pros and cons 

of the Jewish Hospital movement in’ London. It has passed that 
stage, and has reached another and much more practical stage—one 
it distinctly challenges the Jewish community's honour and reputation, Dr. 


where 


Gaster did not say so in so many words in the masterly speech to which we 
listened with so much interest on Sunday last. But that was the effect of hj; 
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warning, and there is no gainsaying his argument. A building for the 
hospital has been started. The question for the community now is not 
whether they will have a hospital or not, but whether they will have a 
miserable, unworthy building, inefficiently equipped—the laughing-stock of 
the medical profession who will turn one to another and say: * What 
people these Jews must be! This is what they consider good enough to 
provide for the medical relief of their people. Look what we provide 
for ours.” This is one alternative which the community has to face. 
Another alternative to which thev are led by the same route is that in which 
every Jewry in the world will point the finger of scorn at them and say: 
“We have raised in our midst Jewish hospitals that are not only worthy 
institutions but in some cases are as medical foundations the very best and 
finest in the place. Are you Jews in London, who are so rich in money 
wealth, so poor in spirit that you allow a poor protest of a building, a 
struggling little East End institution, to be all that you will provide for the 
healing of your poor and sick That is the second alternative. 
The third alternative is the one which this writer believes the 
community will ultimately accept. The community will say: ~ Out 
of a spirit of righteous loyalty and meticulous fair-dealing, Lord 
Rothschild on being told by Lord Knutsford that the establishment 
of a Jewish Hospital would be contrary to the interests of the London 
Hospital—and hence would be to some extent an abrogation of the under- 
standing whereby the London Hospital has always done so much for Jewish 
patients—that Jews ought not to require any more than the general hospitals 
give them, became violently opposed to the movement. To such an extent 
did he become opposed that he could not see any religion in pills and 
potions. We have looked at the matter, too, and we do not agree with 
Lord Kautsford's contention that the establishment of a Jewish Hospital 
would be inimical to the interests of the London Hospital. On the contrary, 
a Jewish Hospital will take a large number of patients whom the London 
Hospital cannot to-day attend to in its Jewish wards, and will not divert 
any material amount of donation; and therefore its interests will not be in 
the least threatened from the Jewish side. We see that there is a real cal] 
and a call from the very heart and soul of our people for a Jewish Hospital, 
and that it is needed for them, for the Jewish doctors and murses, and for 
Jewish research. We are therefore determined to make that hospital the 
finest, comparatively, in the land. No money shall be spared in bringing to 
itmame and fame. It shall not be an East End institution; it shall be an 
institution on which the East-Enders, who were faithful to it in the days of its 
struggle for birth, may look proudly, but to which all Anglo-Jewry too may 
point a finger of pride.’’ This is the third alternative that history very near 
ahead of us will show to be the one which the community will have adopted 
in regard to the Jewish Hospital.

&, YULD anything be more meet and proper than to raise in our midst an 

' institution of mercy and loving kindness, for the bringing back of life 
and regaining .of strength, just at this moment, when the very heads of 
some of those nearest and dearest to us are quivering beneath the sword 
which threatens to fall at any minute. Nothing could be more in the 
nature of compensation than that we should set up a hospital side by 
side with the Walhalla we are raising of the noble dead who are falling 
in the war week by week. Long castalty lists are set forth containing the 
names of Jewish soldiers, and, like everything Jewish, they are peculiar. 
They mean more tous than do the casualty lists to the general public 
which appear in the general newspapers. For the proportion of names 
appearing in those which are known to the general reader is infinitely 
smaller than is the proportion of those known to the readers of the Jewish 
lists. We are a closer-knit and a nearer brotherhood, and deaths like 
those of Lieutenant Kahn and Lieutenant Stern bring a deep scar of sorrow 
to our hearts, although we may not be what is conventionally termed 
“ relations."’ With all this doing unto death and with the dreadful carnage 
that is before us which seems to be incalculable, it were well for men to 
turn their minds to the antithesis of the destruction of life, to such a thing 
as the Jewish Hospital.

ANNUAL REPORT. 
The Committee (the Revs. Morris Joseph, S. Levy and J. F. Stern, and Mr. 


David Moses) have issued the fourth annual report of the Fund. The report

The Rev. M. Braun, B.A., who, under the auspices. of this Fund, was attached to the 
East London Synagogue, as Assistant Minister, has now completed his fourth year of 
service. In addition to preaching and taking part in the Services of the Synagogue, Mr. 
Beaun has continued his ministerial work in the district of Stepney. (ligures are given 
showing that Mr. Braun paid altogether 416 visits to institutions and private homes during 
the year.) In addition to taking part in the Services held for the Jewrsh patients in the 
Lendon Hospital on Sabbaths and Festivals, Mr. Braun officiated at the Services for the 
2 inmates of the Mile End Infirmary, on the New Year and Day of Atonement. 

he Rev. }. F. Stern, who is a member ofthe Mile End Guardians, made’the arrange- 
ments with the Mile End Authorities by which this new feature of the Committee's work 
was inaugurated. 

Work is now being done which had hitherto been neglected by the community or 
had been taken in hand by members of other denominations, and the réputation of 
the community in the district has thereby been largely enhanced. {t is satusfactory 
to report that owing to the efforts of the visitors many children have been withdrawn by 
their parents from attending Mission Halls. As the needs ofthe vast jewish population 
ia the East End are so manifold and complex, and the importance of localisation of effort 
im this great area is so pressing, there must be no diminution in the forces available for 
caping efficiently with the requirements of the vast multitude of our coreligionists in the 
East Fud. The Committee tender their thanks to the Council of the West London 
Synagogue for their two grants of £50 each since the inception of the Fund five years ago. 
Without these generous.contributions the normal subscriptions and donations would not 


have sufficed to enable the Committee to have retained the one Assistant Minister whose | 


stipend is dependent upon the existence of this Fund. Atthe beginning of last summer 
the Committee made an effort to extend the circle of their subscribers, and there was at 
fest a gratifying respense.

THE KEHILLA CONVENTION, 


RESULTS OF 


THE PROPOSED JEWISH CONGRESS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
New Yor«K, 

The sixth Convention of the New York Kehilla, which is in reality a federation 
of various societies, for the Kehilla does not possess any religious, charitable, or 
social institutions and is merely an administrative body of the federation, has 
again disappointed New York Jewry, and the fear is expressed that it may have 
been the last convention of its kind. Out of three thousand Jewish organisations 
of the Chevras in New York, only four hundred took part in the Convention, and 
these did so more for the sake of the outstanding question, :.¢., the proposed 
Congress of American Jewry, than for the sake of the Kehillaitself. And as the 
proposition to hold a Congress was defeated by Mr, Louis Marshall, although it 
had a tremendous majority at the Convention, people are inclined to believe that 
in the future the Kehilla will be reduced to a very limited number of Chevras. The 
Convention was presided over by Dr. J. L. Magnes, Chairman of the Kehilla 

The reports of the local activities did not attract much attention. The report 
on the educational activities, for instance, presented by Professor Friedlander, was 
everything but areport. It partook more of the character of a learned speech on 
education than of an account of educational activities. But the discussions on the 
various reports and resolutions submitted to the Convention took up so much of 
the time that it was not until about six o'clock in the evening that the discussion 
could be started on the proposed American Jewish Congress, From the report 
presented by Mr. Louis Marshall on the previous night on the activities of the 
American Jewish Committee, it was evident that he and his friends were 
opposed to the holding of a Congress, for he expressed the fear that such a Congress 
might violate the neutrality of the United States, and on the ground also that it 
would not be practical and useful to hold such a gathering. He also feared that a 
Congress would do more harm than good, as it would excite the Russian Govern- 
ment and induce them to make the position of the Russian Jews still worse. 

Professor Dr. Hurwitz, the Chairman of the Committee which had to deal 
with the Congress resolutions, pointed out that the position of the Kussian Jews 
could not be made worse, even if the Russian Government had the intention to 
do so. He further said that an American Jewish Congress had nothing to do with 
American neutrality, because the Congress would deal with Jewish questions 
only without regard to general, diplomatic, or political situations, and he made 
it clear to the public that the proposed Congress would only look after Jewish 
interests and would do nothing that could be interpreted as a violation of neutrality 

Judge Sulzberger, who represented the so-called minority, showed that 
he did not want a Congress, because he did not want a “mob,” and 
because he did not wanta State in a State. The Judges Goldvogel, Sanders, 
and Rosalski spoke for the minority, while Messrs. Reygalski, Barondess and 
Zuckerman spoke in favour of the proposed Congress. The last speaker agains: 
the Congress was Mr. Louis Marshall. From the point of view of oratory and 
rhetorics, his speech was a masterpiece, but from the point of view of facts and 
arguments it was as poor as it possibly could have been. Towards the close of his 
speech he said that one of the resolutions to be submitted to the Convention, in which 
a protest was raised against the cruelties committed by Russian soldiery against 
defenceless Jewish civilians, was slanderous, because no proof had been forthcoming 
that anything of the sort had been committed against Russian Jews. He, at least, 
had no knowledge that the Russian Jews were exposed to cruelties. He tried to 
show that all the reports from official and -private sources which related to 
Jewish disabilities imposed by Rassians during the war and the pogroms against 
the Jews were mere inventions. Finally he threatened the Convention that he 
would retire altogether from it if the resolution recommending a Congress were 
adopted. | 

After the speech of Mr. Louis Marshall, the Chairman replied to his 
arguments. He pointed out that the reports which had reached New York with 
regard to Jewish pogroms in Kussia could not be doubted, that State Secretary 
Bryan himself, at the instigation of the Jewish daily, the Wahreit, had cabled to 
the American Consu!-General in Warsaw to report on the position of the Jews in 
Poland and that the Russian Press itself had asked M. Goremykin, the Premier. 
how he dared deny that pogroms had been perpetrated during the war. The Chairman 
voiced the desire of the majority of the Convention to call a representative Jewish 
gathering to look after Jewish interests during the present crisis. The majority 
was still in favour of a Congress, but it was too fatigued at that late hour to join 
issue with the powerful clique working against the proposed Congress and there. 
fore it adopted a resolution adjourning the Convention for four weeks when 
would meet again to decide for or against a Congress. The delegates left the ha!! 
greatly disappointed and very embittered, because as they said, they were lured 
into a Convention that achieved nothing and would achieve nothing, even should 
it meet again. 

The whole Jewish Press has very severely criticised Mr. Marshall for his 
attitude. The Jewish dailies allege that Mr. Louis Marshall himself is no: 
neutral as he isknown for his hatred of the Central Powers and his predilection 
for the Western Allies. He is thus ready to sacrifice the most elementary Jewish 
interests in order not to discredit England and France by a tale of Russian bar- 
barities. If the Congress should come to naught other organisations will step in. 
The Jewish Labour Organisations, numbering 300,000 organised workers, have 
already formed a special committee, consisting of all Jewish labour parties in the 
States with the object of working together for Jewish rights in Russia and of 
doing a great part of the work the Jewish Congress would have performed. There 
can be no doubt whatsoever that the American Jewish Committee will never agree 
to the democratisation of Jewish politics in America and to call an American 
Jewish Congress. 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH PROBLEM. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

The Real Russian teader, M. Orloff, addressing an audience of anti-Semites 
at Moscow, declared that the Polish dibels against the Jews were false, that the 
Jews were loyal and brave, and that it was not advisable to pursue a policy which 
could convert six million citizens into enemies. 

The organ of the Moscow bureaucracy, the Moskovskia Viedomosti, has 
warned the Jews not to expect mew privileges in Russia, and not to believe that 
the Russian soldiers were trying to get Palestine for them. In view of the large 
masses of Jews in Russia it was dangerous to emancipate them, despite their 
achievements at the front. 

Further proofs of the growing feeling of right-minded Russians of the neces- _ 
sity of removing the anti-Jewish restrictions is afforded by the complaints made by 
members at a meeting of the Kieff Municipality that the Pale laws prevented the 
commercial development of the city, as well as by the resolution of the Siberian 
Municipal Conference against the anti-Jewish restrictions. The Zemstvos have 
also appealed to the Ministry to allow Jewish medical students to reside through- 
out the Empire in view of the scarcity of medical authorities.

155), only nine students luring the year in the Junior: Grade 
Examinations of Jews College He thought it did not point to the success of 
the Committee's Classes that in the nineteen sets of classes of the Board, of the 
179 teachers there were only twenty-nine who had taken the Jews Colege Ist 
Examination, and seventeen the 2nd Examination. 

Davan Fetpwan. Hon. Secretary of the Committee, said that although nine 
might be a small number, there were several facts that ought to be considered 
The standard of the examinations had been considerably raised recent! a large 
number of the students were still young; between 1907 and 1914, 99 candidates 
had qualified in the junior and 13 in the middle grade. « It should be remembered 


that the teachers had their secular work to do besides attending the classes. With 
revard to the fact that so few of the Board's teachers were qualified, it was only 
recently that the Board had insisted on the Jews’ College qualification The 
large number on the register of students from whom the Board now drew for its 
teachers possessed in almost every case the junior or senior qualification. 

Mr. F. S. Sprers made a statement on the recently formed Central Consulta- 
tive Committee. It had only met once, but had then formeda Sub:Committee to 
collect information as to the present position of Jewish education in London. A 
report, which would be presented by the Committee, dealt, among other things, 
with the question of text books. 

The Cul1EF Raps seconded the adoption of the annual report. Progress, he 
said, had been made in a great many directions. The Board was to 
eratulated for setting in motion machinery for secondary education. This was a 
great step forward, and he hoped there would soon be as many secondary centres 
as those for primary education in Jewish subjects. He had recently visited the 
Sabbath Classes of the Board, and what he had learnt there about the excellen 
work of the teachers and children had come asasurprise to him. The financia 
outlook of the Board presented a serious problem. He suggested the formation 
of a strong Sub-Committee to grapple with the vital problem so that they should 
not wait till the last shilling 

The report was adopted

Phe annual meeting of governors and subscribers of the Aged Needy Society 
was held last Monday at the Great Synagogue Chambers, Mr. GILBERT SAMUEL. 
the President, occupying the Chair. An election for six pensioners was also beld. 
Mr. john I. Hands and Mr. Arthur L. Lazarus were appointed Scrutineers.

Kothschild. After dilating upon the good work performed by the deceased peer, 
Mr. Samtiel mentioned that ata special meeting a voté of condolence and Sym] athy 
had been passed to the member's of Lord Rothschild’s family 
in submitting the cash account and in giving a brief résumé of the past year's 
work of the Society, Mr. SAMUEL again regrette: 


l to have to record a considerable 
drop in the revenue derived from subscriptions, which in the past year only 
amounted to #422. He thoughi the crease could mainly be accounted for by 
the war, great difficulty having been experienced in obtaining new subscribers and 
new subscriptions. Still their motto should be, as it should be of the rest of the 
community, “charity as usual.’ Dividends had shown an appreciable increase 
and more than made up for the loss on the income derived from subscriptions 
The work had proceeded on the usual} lit and the Society did all that was 
possible to alleviate the hard lot of as many of their poor Core igioni sts who had 
reached the age of sixty years. The receipts from all sources for the past year, 
including £889 derived from a social function on behalf of the charity, amounted 
to. / 2,379, of which sum / 1,353 was paid out in pensions. On the loan granted by 
the bankers, 4400 was paid to meet the demands on the Society last year, and 
the Society after meeting other obligations ended the year with a balance in hand of 
only £130. One or two schemes were under the consideration of the Committee 
whereby it was hoped that the Society would be able to continue its good work 
unhampered. They still depended upon the generosity of the community generally 
and he was confident the Society would receive no less support in the future than it 
had in the past. Mr. Samuel mentioned the names of a few workers who had been 
connected with the Society for a long period of years, and observed that that year 
marked the fiftieth of Mr. Henry J]. Solomon’s connection with the charity, while 
Mr. John D. Moss and Mr. S. P. Solamon had been associated with the Society 
for over forty years. These men had rendered great services to the Society, as 
had also Mr. Selim Samuel, the indefatigable Chairman of the Investigating 
Committee, and Mr. Edward A. Joseph, the Hon. Secretary. He moved the 
adoption of the cash account, which was seconded by Mr. MORTIMER H. 
SOLOMON, and after a few remarks by Mr. M. HARRIS, was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. SELIM SAMUEL, seconded by Mr. S. STRELITSKIE, 
Mr. Gilbert Samuel was unanimously re-elected President, and Mr. Henry J. 
Solomon was elected an additional Vice-President.

times of public control. Her thoughts were of the scLooltothe end. Not man, 
days back she sent a message asking that ‘my girls” should prepare plenty of work 
for her while her illness prevented her from giving them their lessons, and that 
they should send their exercises to be marked. Our hearts go out in sympathy. to 
her sister to whom she was deeply attached and with whom she had much in comino: 

There has been taken from us a truly good and pious Jewess, one whose who'e 
life was devoted to teaching God's word and our holy tongue. There are scores 
among us who owe to Rebecca Aguilar all that they have ever learnt of Judaism 
and of Hebrew, and whose lives have largely been moulded for good by her wise 
and gentle influence. She was ever ready to teach all who came to her, and she 
taught for the love of the thing, not for the sake of gain, For several years she 
gave free Hebrew instruction to the older girls of the Portuguese Schools, and up 
till the time of her death the girls of the Bayswater Jewish School were benefited 
by her in like manner. Rebecca Aguilar was charitable in every sense of the word 
She always gave without stint and gladly. No-one ever heard her speak 
uncharitably or passa harsh judgment, “She opened her mouth to wisdom and in 
her tongue was the law of kindness.” 

The death of Miss Aguilar, at the goodly age of more than four score, wil! 
leave three generations of her pupils with a sense of acute loss. The old-world 
Dames’ School which she, in conjunction with her sister, presided over for so 
long, had been practically disbanded towards the end, yet the memory of it is 
very fresh in the minds of those of us who had the privilege of their teaching. 
Their method was unpretentious but thorough; simple facts, dates and figures 
formed the staple fare, yet imparted in such a way that they never left the mind 
and laid in a very real sense the most workmanlike foundations for 
subsequent knowledge. The debt which I owe to them I can never repay, 
and 1 believe there are few of their pupils who would not make 
the same confession. But this is the least. Miss Aguilar, together 
with her sister (happily still with us) was a communal institution. She was known 
and loved by all. She was to be seen everywhere, almost to the end (when the 
brave little lady was for the first time in her long life beaten by illness) rejoicing 
in the happiness and grieving in the sorrow of her many friends. She was not 
only respected and loved, but loved with that peculiar and tender whimsicality 
with which we love a “character.” She seemed to have stepped out of another 
world into ours, and she was the kind of type that Dickens would have loved to 
draw; yet the inherent appreciation for worth which is in every decent person 
made you know you were in the presence of a very fine lady. Out of her little 
she gave too much, and was at the mercy of every impostor who could tell a 
plausible tale. She was deeply and quietly pious and had an invincible faith ; and 
her whole life was beautiful, for she could not and would not believe ill of anyone. 
Far removed from the rushing stream she lived in her own calm waters and gave 
an example of noble simplicity beside which the fuss and tumult of our age some- 
times seem rather cheap. She died as she lived, in faith and hope, and with her 
mind full of everyone but herself, She is gone from us in the flesh, but is 


mmortal in the spirit.

For Moses was stern and uncom- 
promising; he would brook no wrong. Aaron was of a more conciliatory 
uisposition. It a husband and wife were estranged, or if a man had quarrelled 


with hi neighb uur, Aaron o the Rabbins teach would seek them out and 
ende wour to reconcile their differences. And by his friendly intercourse 
with other Israelites he would try to win back evil-doers to the 
right course. (Therefore, it is said that his death was even more 


widely mourned than that of his illustrious brother. The departed 
Law-giver was bewailed only by “the sons of Israel": but when 
Aaron died, we are told that “the whole house of Israel.” including the

women, wept for their lost friend. Even in the making of the golden calf 
the Rabbis find extenuating circumstances. He abetted the sin of idol- 
worship in order to save the people, frenzied with anger, from committing 
worse crimes, And his death is described in the Midrash as being one of 
extraordinary tranquility. Accompanied by Moses, his brother, and 
[-leazar, his son, he ascends to the summit of Mount Hor, where the rock 
suddenly opens before him, and ke beholds a beautiful cave, lit by a lamp. 
~ Take oft thy priestly raiment and put it on thy son, Eleazar,” says Moses, 
~ and then follow me.” Aaron does as he is instructed. They enter the 
cave, where a bed is prepared, around which angels stand. “Go, mgs 
brother, lie down on thy bed,” Moses enjoins. Aaron obeys, and his soul 
departs as if by a kiss from God. The cave closes behind as Moses and 
leazar leave and descend the hill. When the Israelites cry in bewilder- 
ment, Where is Aaron?" angels are scen carrying his bier in the air, and 
a voice is heard. saying: “The law of truth was in his mouth, and 
unrighteousness was not found on his lips. He walked with me in peace 
ind uprightness, and did turn many away from iniquity.” 

THE BLESSING “OF “PEACE. 

All this is so much poetical embroidery of the plain narrative of 
scripture. Ihe underlying idea is that the peace-maker ranks among the 
foremost of the world’s benefactors. It is an essentially Jewish conception, 
tor Judaism teaches us. to prize the blessing of peace above every other 
good. The Messianic idealh, according to Jewish belief, is the prevalence of- 
a universal peace. “Peace be unto you" was the pious salutation with 
which the Israclite of old greeted his fellow-man. “ Let there be no strife 
between us, for we are brothers,’ exclaims Abraham. “ See that ye fall not 
out by the way’ are the parting words of Joseph to his brethren. “ For 
my brethren and companions’ sake,” exclaims the Psalmist,” I will now say, 
peace be within thee.’ The effects of righteousness,’ says the prophet 
Isaiah, “ are*peace.” “Be beforehand in salutation of peace to all men,” 
is the advice of the Rabbins, who tell us that “the whole Torah only exists 
for the sake of peace.”” They go so far even as to say that if the Israelites 
were to practise idolatry while at the same time there” was peace among 
them, that would suthce to ward off from them the divine anger. From 


time to time the question of communal peace comes very much to the fore. 


(juestions are debated with a heat which threatens to estrange the 
community from itself. Things are said and done which arouse bitter 
animosities. Controversies which should be confined within cur own borders 
find their way into the general Press, where they are handled with a treat 

ment far from edifying. And the general public are led to exclaim: “ How 
these Jews contend among themselves!’’ ‘The reproach is more or less 
justified, for we Jews are indeed a contentious people. While our religion is 
for ever trying to lead us into paths of. peace, mutual strife has’ been the 
bane of our national existence since early times; ever since the sons of 
Jacob combined against their younger brother and plotted his destruction. 
The forty years’ wanderings of the Israelites in the wilderness were troubled 
by constant dissensions. Ata later period the nation was split up into two 
separate kingdoms. The descendants of Joseph formed a people apart from 
the rest of Israel. The prophets frequently deplored this division. Some 
of them looked forward to a time when it would be healed, when Judah and 
iphraim would be reunited. On the other hand, so firmly rooted in the 
national life and thought was this division that the Haggadists in the age of 
the Talmud conceived the idea of two Messiahs—a Messiah, son of David, 
and a Messiah, son of Joseph. Jewish history from the period of the 
Maccabees to the downfall of the Jewish State—a period covering 
more than two hundred eventful years—is a history of internecine 
strife which was responsible for most of the misfortunes that befel the State 
and helped to bring about its destruction. The differences that revealed 
themselves between parties and individuals were not only political; they 
were religious also. So that it came to be said: “ The Torah is now split 


up into two antagonistic Torahs.” To-day it might be truly affirmed that _ 


there are many antagonistic Torahs in Israel. 
DIFFERENCES OF OPINION, 
Differences of opinion in a community like our own there must always 
be, and these differences will naturally tend to a diversity of religious organi- 
sations. The quarter of a million Jews who inhabit these islands are made 


up of so many heterogeneous elements, hailing from different countries and 
representing varied type of culture, that it would be a miracle if they could 
all consent to march forward under the same banner. [Even in the same 
congregation differences of opinion often reveal themselves which threaten 
its peace and endanger its welfare. Now the maintenance of communal 
and congregational harmony is an object for which we must make 
many sacrifices. B@& there are things to be preferred even to 
tranquility. “ Woe,” says the prophet Jeremiah, “t» those who cry peace 
where there is no peace.” Even in the interests of unity we are not justified 
in surrendering our deeply-rooted religious convictions. Occasions will 
arise when we must fight for the maintenance of our principles, when to 
render an easy compliance with the wishes of others would be abject 
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cowardice or manifest insincerity. What these occasions are everyone 
must determine for himself, according to the light of his conscience. But 
there are a number of considerations which are of more or less general 
application. Let us enumerate them. First, we should never enter into a 
conflict for however righteous a purpose until we are sure that we have 
exhausted all peaceful methods of gaining our ends. Often it will be found 
that more can be accomplished by ’suason and reasonable, tactful argument 
than by angry reproaches. If peace and truth cannot go together, truth is 
to be preferred; but we must see whether they cannot be somehow com- 
bined. “A soft answer,” says the wise man of scripture, turneth away 
wrath.” But if these means of securing what we deem to be right should 
fail. as they sometimes will, then our resolve to fight for it must be actuated 
by the purest and highest motives. There must be no consideration of 
personal advantage. We must not be impelled by private animosities of 
any sort, by petty spite and ill-will. Very often the parties to a-strife have 
high-sounding professions of principle on their lips, but in their heart ther: 
lurks mean jealousy, feelings of wounded vanity, a desire for revenge, an 
arrogant temper which will not brook opposition, a love of dictating to 
thers, which are tle real cause and origin of the strife they have raised. 
WHAT ARE WE CONTENDING FOR: 

How many disputes would be avoided if, in all sincerity, we put the question 
to ourselves, What is it that we are contending for? Are 
of the welfare of others, of our duty to the community ? 


we thinking only 
Are we moved by 
the single determination to strike a blow for the downfall of abuses that cry 
aloud for redress? Judged by this standard, and it is the only standard to 
be applied, how many even righteous disputes are seen to be wanting in full 
justification! They are not fully justified because they re not what our 
sages call disputations actuated by the highest 


motives. Again, if we are bound to differ at times on questions of 
principle, let us agree to differ. ‘Let us conduct our differences 
with dignity, and refrain from utterances and actions that we may 
have cause to regret when the heat of passion has subsided. As 


someone has expressed it, “In contending for great principles it is not 
necessary to give way to bad passions.” It is possible to have a peaceable 
spirit even when engaged ina sharp struggle for what we believe to be right 
and good. Finally, we must know how to accept defeat, and how to enjoy 
the fruits of victory. The bitterness of must leave no bitterness 
behind. “Victor and vanquished alike must manifest a generous spirit of 
forbearance and a willingness to forget the acerbities that strife has 
engendered. The words of Abner to Joab in the civil war that followed 
upon the defeat of the House of Saul aptly apply to every communal con. 
flict: ‘ Shall the sword devour for ever? Knowest thou not that it will be 
bitterness in the latter end?’’ Some people love to fight. They are by 
nature pugnacious, quarrelsome. They are never so happy as when they 
are dealing blows to an antagonist. With such a temper we can have no 
sympathy, we ought to have no fellow-feeling.. Even in our differences with 
one another we should never lose sight of the supreme blessedness of peace. 
That must be the final object of all our contentions, as we beheve it 
to be the ultimate goal towards which the world’s struggles are tending. 
It is not without significance that all our prayers terminate with aspiration: 
for peace. The last blessing of the Amidah is a blessing for peace. The 
last words of the priestly benediction are: “ May He grant thee peace.” 
The final words of the Kaddish, with which we terminate our services, are 
“May He who maketh peace in His high heavens grant peace unto us and 
unto all Israel.”’ If our prayers be sincere we shall yield a willing obedience 
to the exhortation of the texf, ranging ourselves among the disciples of Aaron, 
“ loving peace and pursuing peace, loving mankind, and bringing them near 
to the Law.”’

Every day since the disaster of the “ Lusitania” batches of corpses have been 
brought into Queenstown, and Jews resident in Cork joursey to the port to 
examine the bodies. On Tuesday, the day after the funeral of the two victims 
already reported in our columns, Messrs. A. H. Goldfoot, N. Jackson, and J. 
Sayers identified five more Jews among the victims. Returning to Cork, Mr. S. 
Criger, Chairman of the Chevra Kadisha, together with Messrs. I. Diamond, 
J. Levin, H. Goldwater, and J. Sayers made arrangements for the interment of 
the bodies. It has been ascertained that one Jewish body had already been buried 
in a private grave in Queenstown. Another was claimed by relatives in England. 
Nothing was found on the remaining three to identify them. They were simply 
known as 174, 172, and 158. One of them, No. 172, was employed on the 
“Lusitania.” Photographs have been taken of all the interred, and further parti-

Synagogue, whose public services are crowned by the supreme sacrifice of giving 


his son to the service of his country. He was killed in action in Flanders on 
Sunday, May the 9th. Born on September 13th, 1591, 
University College School, where he became one of the leading bovs, and of whom 
Dr. Spenser (the headmaster) said only a few days before the sad newsof his death 
arrived, that he was the most reliable boy he had ever met and one for whom he 
had the highest regard and affection. On leaving school in 1910 he proceeded to 
Cambridge as an exhibitioner in classics of Magdalene College. In the following 
vear he was elected a scholar of his College, and was also awarded the Cambridge 
Jewish Exhibition. In 1913 he graduated B.A. with first class honours in the 
Classical Tripos of that year, and in the following year he gained second class 
ionours in the History Tripos. He won his college football colours in 1912, and 
played in the college team against Magdalen College, Oxford. His military 
career commenced while at school, when he was a prominent member of the 
School Cadet Corps, and was subsequently a Sergeant in the Cambridge O.T.C. 
Soon after the outbreak of the war he enlisted, together with several members of 


the East London Scouts, in the ranks of the 2nd/13th (Kensington) Battalion of the 
London Regiment. This was a new battalion and he was immediately given a 
non-commissioned rank. It is typical of Leonard Stern that shortly after his 
enlistment, when a man whom he knew enlisted in the ranks, who had seen service 
in the South African War, he at once resigned his stripes so that his friend might

The Tsar has wired to the Prefect of Odessa directing him to thank the Jewish 
community for the loyalty it exhibited during his Majesty's stay in the city. The 
Commander-in-Chief, Grand Duke Nicholas, has also wired to the Crown Rabbi 
of Nicolayetf, thanking the Jews for the erection of a military hospital. The 
opening of this institytion was marked by warm speeches by Christian notables, 
who expressed the hope that after the war the Jews would receive freedom. 


WHOLESALE EXPULSIONS FROM THE WAR ZONE, 
FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
PETROGRAD. 
Asaresult of the Polish libels the authorities have begun to expel all Jews 
from the townlets in the province of Suwalk and to send them to more remote Pale 
districts. The old communities of Lodzee, Seree, Veiseec, Seini, Shaki, Krasnopol, 
Pren, Leipun, Balnetzisek, and others, are fast disappearing. A few hundred 


coreligionists who delayed their departure from Kozlovaruda and Shaki were 
brought under escort to Wilma. Even old and ailing women are not allowed to 


remain. In most ¢ases the Poles seized the property left behind by the exiles. 


The Jewish communal workers, however, bave persuaded the authorities to cancel 
the order for the expulsion of 30,000 of our brethren from parts of the provinces 
of Grodno and Wilna which are close to the war zone. The authorities of Wilna 
have decided to transport the Polish exiles already residing there further inland. 
The petition to allow the Jewish exiles to settle in the villages in the province of 
Ekaterinos! and to occupy themselves with gardening, has been rejected. 


Some three thousand poor and starving Jewish families from the Bukowina 


have arrived in Bessarabia, thus rendering more acute the crisis created there by 


the expulsion of all Jews from the villa near Chotin 
At Latchev (Chelm) fifteen Jews and many children literally died from starva- 
tion, the townlet having been ruined in one of the battles. 
GERMAN CRIME IN POLAND, 
EIGHTY-FOUR JEWS KILLED AND WOUNDED BY AERIAL BOMBS, 
[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT.} 


PETROGRAD. 

As the result of a German aeroplane raid into Plonsk (Poland), eighty-four 
Jews and Jewesses, mostly women and children, were killed and injured. On the 
approach of the raiders large numbers of men, women and children sought refuge 
in the synagogue. Bombs struck the roof of the latter, and exploded among the 
crowd. Fifty persons were injured, and many of the wounds proved fatal. In 
the terrible confusion twenty persons were crushed to death and fourteen received 
serious injuries. 

At Lipsk, the synagogue was utilised by the invaders for throwing their 
rubbish into it. 


FUNERAL OF A SOLDIER IN ROUEN. 
FULL MILITARY HONOURS. 

As already stated, the 4th London Regt., has suffered heavily among itS 
Jewish members. One of these, Pte. Charles Rosenthal, was brought seriously 
wounded to Rouen, where he met two Jewish R.A.M.C. men, Ptes. ]. Sidney and 
R. Simmons, who were most attentive to him. An operation was performed, but 
unfortunately the soldier gradually sank and died on Monday, the 10th inst. The 
local congregation was at once notified as arranged on his previous visit by the 
Chaplain. The Tahara was performed by the two Jewish soldiers in the hospital 
assisted by Mr. Jacobson, the local beadle. The funeral took place next day at 
the military cemetery of St. Seven, in the section that had been consecrated by 
the Rev. M. Adier in February last, this being the first interment in the Jewish 
portion. The Chief Rabbi of Rouen, M. Nathan Lévy, had just returned from the 
Front, where he had served since September last as Chaplain to the 3rd Army 
Corps, and he officiated at the cemetery. Full military honours were accorded to 
the deceased, and among those present were M. Fernand Lang, the President, and 
several members of the Rouen congregation, as well as a number of Jewish soldiers. 
Mr. Adler arrived in Rouen the following day and visited the grave. He learned 
that the arrangements made, both by the military authorities and the congrega- 
tion, had been in everyway most satisfactory. 


OFFICIAL TRIBUTE TO FRENCH JEWISH OFFICER. 


The French Journal Officiel, in announcing that Col. Camille Lévi, Com- 
mandant of a Brigade of Infantry, had been promoted Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, records his fine services in the following terms: “A superior officer of 
great valour, of whom the present campaign has not alone confirmed the thorough 
qualities of intelligence, skill, vigour and power of command which he had shown 
in times of peace, but has also revealed fresh ones. The regiment which he 
commanded at the beginning of the War he formed into a thoroughly homo- 
geneous unit, smart in movement and very firm under fire. As Commandant of a 
Brigade he succeeded, often in very difficult circumstances, not only to maintain 
inviolable the positions which had been confided to him or which he had con- 
quered, but also by vigorous action to inflict severe checks on the enemy.” 


MEMBERS OF ONE FAMILY. 


Pte. Baron Martin, 6th Batt. Royal Fusiliers, writing to the Rev. S. Lipson, 
Chaplain, states: “I am longing to get back to France to do my bit again. I have 
two brothers and myself in the British Army. You will see by the Honour Record 
quite a number of my family are in H.M. Forces on sea and on land, the largest 
of any Jewish family. The name is Martin, or Martinez is the right name: two 
are killed, Sergt. Alfred Martinez, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, and Driver Benjamin 
Martinez, R.F.A., both my cousins. May their souls rest in ODW. I will be very 


thankful to receive a Prayer Book ; it will help me and others like me to think of 
the great God of Israel in the hour of trial.”

In accordance with notice, Dr. J. DuLBERG moved :— 

That this congregation, whilst approving ef the general lines of policy enunciated by 
the President of the Board of Deputies at the recent annual meeting, is of the, opinion 
that a final solution of the Jewish question will be facilitated by the formation of a Jewish 
seaggagg and spiritual centre preferably in Palestine under the protection of the British 

ag. 

In explaining the meaning of a political centre he stated he would like to see a 
department established under the sovereignty of the British Empire. He did not 
ask immediately for a self-governing colony, but he would be delighted if the 
Government could see their way to permit Palestine to be one of the British 
colonies. He was fully cognisant of the many difficulties that might arise in 
regard to the possession of Palestine, but the thoughts, the aims, and the aspira- 
tions of the Jewish race might be better realised if Palestine were under British 
protection than otherwise. He wished the views he had expressed to be brought 
to the notice of the Conjoint Committee, and also published, so that other bodies 
might follow that example and by similar resolutions strengthen the hands of the 
Conjomt Committee at a treme when such views would be of great value to them. 

The motion was favourably discussed by several members of the Committee, 
and on being put to the vote was carried unanimously.

The PRESIDENT, in addressing the meeting, said that full justice could not be 
done to the institution unless more funds were forthcoming, and he concluded with 
an earnest appeal for more substantial support by the general community, 

Mrs. Joseph Hamwee then distributed the prizes to the pupils of the Talmud 
Torah Schools and the following Municipal Day Schools: Marlborough Road, 
Cheetham Temporary (St. Luke's), Garnett Street and St. John's. 

Rabbi M. DaGcuTsky proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. Hamwee.: 

Rabbi I. J. YOrFEY, in seconding, paid a tribute to Mr. Hamwee for the great 
interest he had always taken in matters educational. He dwelt upon the duty of 
everyone to subscribe to the Talmud Torah, an institution giving Hebrew instruction 
to about seven-hundred children of their poorer coreligionists. .

The Rev. B. LreeerMann, B.A., proposed a vote of thanks to the Headmaster, 
the teaching staff for their services, and also to the Rev. M. S. Boyarsky, for 
training and conducting the choir. | 

Mr. SAMUEL J. COHEN, in seconding, commended the labours of the Head- 
master. 

Mr. I. W. SLorTKt, who responded, said that the results achieved by the 
pupils were ‘his greatest reward and pleasure. In the day schools not only did he 
act as Hon. Superintendent, but there were also two of the teachers who gave 
their services free. There was recently much talk among educationalists, and 
notably in the JEwIsH CHRONICLE, on the necessity of standardising the Hebrew 
instruction throughout England.

The Committee gratefully acknowledge that it was due to your individual efforts that on 
the expiration of our lease at 8, Great Garden Street, not only were the Committee released 
trom heavy liabilities for delapidations, but a substantial donation was obtained from our 
former landlords towards the cost of new premises, while your negotiations with the 
iondon County Council secured for us suitable temporary premises in which to continue 
our holy work pending the acquisition of a site on which to erect a building.” 

Tributes were paid to Councillor Kosky's services by Mr. J. Solomons, Mr. J. W. 
Rosenthal], Mr. Schachman, Rabbi A. Hyman, Mr. Abraham Levy, Mr. J. M. Libgott, Mr. 
N. Mintz, all speakers testifying to Councillor Kosky'’s unselfish labours on behalf of the 
Talmud Torah. Mr. Solomons prefaced his remarks by quoting the following cable 
received from Dr. M. Hyamson: “ Heartiest appreciation of: my sincere friend's self- 
sacrificing devotion to our Talmud Torah. God spare him to continue good work for 
many years in happiness together with his family.” 

Councilor Kosky, in a few well chosen remarks, acknowledged the presentation, and 


expressed, on behalf of his wife and himself, the gratitude for the good feeling extended 
towards them. 


United Council of Friendly Societies. 


The third meeting of the Conference to consider the formation of a United Council 
of Jewish Friendly Societies was held on Sunday at Camperdown House, Aldgate, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. B.S. Straus, J.P. Sir Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., wrote regretting 
his inability to attend. Fifty-four delegates were present. 

The meeting was convened to consider the draft Constitution as recommended by the 
Sub-Committee appointed at the previous meeting of the Conference. The Sub-Committee 
had met twice. _ It was agreed that the title shall be“ The Council of the United Jewish 
Friendly Societies.” The admission of Trade Unions was the subject of much discussion. 
It was, however, resolved that they should not be admitted, and the Counci! will be 
“constituted of representatives of an unlimited number of Registered Jewish Friendly 
Societies, providing sick and other benefits or approved societies.” 

The consideration of the objects of the Council renewed the question of extending 
the scope of the work beyond that agreed to at the previous meeting. It was urged that 
as the Board of Deputies had rejected a resolution to admit representatives of Friendly 
Societies, the modifications of the original scheme must now be reconsidered. Against 
this suggestion the view was advanced that if the Council is to be of a more general 
character, a conferemce of al! Jewish communal organisations must be convened. 
This . they were not prepared to do. The objects as recommended by the 
Sub-Committee read: “The objects of the Council shall be to promote the 
mutual co-operation of Jewish Friendly Societies; to watch the proceedings in 
Parliament affecting their interests; and to further and defend the interests and 
privileges of their members.” To this an amendment was moved that there be added 

the words, “and the Jewish Community.” The amendment was defeated. The Con- 
ference, however, added “and such Jewish objects as may be desirable.” 

Societies will be represented by one delegate for 1,000 members or less than that 
number, and one additional] delegate for each additional 1,000. The number of delegates 
of any one Society is limited to eight. The Governing body is to consist of an Honorary 
President, an Honorary Vice-President, a Chairman, two Vice-Chairmen, a Treasurer 
three Trustees, two Auditors, a Secretary, and a Committee of twelve. No more than two 
delegates of an affiliated Society shall be members of the Governing body. No delegate 
shall hold office for a period longer than two years,

There has been a’deal of talk about schnodering these last few weeks, and 
very rightly, too. The thinking man who has any regard for synagogue decorum 
has been pondering the “ five shillings ” procedure of the South Hackney Syna- 
gogue, and although a year of mitzvoth appears phenomenally cheap at the 
modest crown, few of us will gainsay the attractiveness of the idéa. My own 
point of view is that the sooner the objectionable system of offerings is abolished, 
the better for the communal peace of mind and synagogue attendance gerterally 
Human nature being what it is, what is a man to do when the Reader approaches 
him in a sort of “ stand and deliver” attitude and awaits with interest thevindica 
tion of the amount of silver he is willing to contribute to congregational funds 
The schnoderer feels that the eyes and ears of the congregation are upon him. 
War time—unless he be a Government contractor—has hit him somewhat badly, 
but here are these congregational eyes and ears intent upon what he is about to 
offer. Five shillings? How can a man in a frock coat and silk hat offer a 
modest crown? Half-a-guinea, then? And the voice of the Chazan sails alott in 
a very pzan of triumph. The Wardens grasp his hand with especial pleasure. 
Smiles and smiling all the way. Five shillings and they would have regarded him 
as unutterably plebeian. And they call these “ voluntary offerings! ” 


By the way, peace. now reigns at Stamford Hill, for the authorities, who 
appear-to be assiduous students of this column, have seen to it that the “ volun- 
tary offerings” are announced in a manner that leaves no possible room ior 
doubt. So the guinea man is satisfied, after all. And as for the choir, something 
of its festival excellence seems to have vanished. It started full of promise and 
bade fair to make the rafters ring with all our old-world harmonies. It has 
grown perceptibly weaker in the interval. Certainly it is not the fault of the 
choirmiaster, for none better ever wielded the baton. There seems to be a lack of 
choristers, and it is up to the fond parents of Stamford Hill to permit their boys to 
take their place in the choir, and so make of the service an unadulterated delight. 
The building is a large one, and the voices of the choristers do not carry tar. 


There is one disconsolate individual in the Ghetto just now, for his occupation 
has practically gone. A familiar figure in the majority of poor homes, he has 
views upon the European upheaval that are lacking neitber in picturesqueness no: 
inforce. Asa matter of fact he is the lottery-ticket agent, the man whose coming 
was awaited periodically with breathless interest. Sometimes he brought good 
news: most often he had to tell of monotonous “ blanks” that did not, however, 
discourage the ticket-holders from venturing yet further in the great game 
chance. The Ghetto has, indeed, many a tale of families raised from poverty to 
affluence through the agency of the lottery; and I can point to several City firms 
whose foundations were laid in this very manner—Ghetto folk sprang from pract 
cally nothing Others--and how seldom one hears of the “ others "—have waited 
patiently, year after year, for that attractive twist of fortune’s wheel. They are 
waiting still to-day. But the lottery-man has lost his one-time assurance, for his 
wares are no longer available. 


That ever so many people are interested in the front page of this journa- 
was remarked upon by the present writer quite recently. But it is surprising to 
note what a large number of our coreligionists are desirous of wishing “* Mazal 
Tov ” to those happy. parents who figure in the first column. And all of them 
appear to be in the insurance line, for in addition to congratulating papa and 
mamma upon the advent of a little one to their household, they go straight to the 
point by reminding them that now is the time to prepare for the future. If the 
newcomer is a boy, now can one think of setting him up in business. If a girl, 
what more natural than thoughts of adowry? But isn't this rather an early stage 
at which to tackle the papas and mammas? And, again, is it not rather‘ cool” 
on the part of utter strangers? It may not be quite so objectionable as the 
unblushing touting for memorial stones in the very house of grief itself, but there 
are old-fashioned folk who regard such solicitous letters in the light of intrusion. 


It is not everybody who would be a Ghetto doctor, for the material com pen 
sations are often far from great. Yet, I should imagine, from what an East End 
friend has been telling me, that a medico in'a Jewish neighbourhood finds ample 


compensation in the gratitude of his patients, supplemented occasionally by a 
modest fee. There is, for example, the case of a non-Jewish doctor who had 
successfully treated a patient during a trying illness. The husband was most 
anxious to show his gratitude and puzzled his brains as to how that might be 
accomplished. A happy thought flashed across his mind, and that same evening 
a grubby Jewish child, armed with a dish of generous proportions, made his way 
to the doctor’s surgery, there to deliver the said burden “ with father’s best 
respects.” The doctor relates that the gift was the finest dish of fried fish he had 
ever set eyes upon. From the relish with which he narrates the incident -there is 
little doubt that he enjoyed it, too. 


There was another case, with rather a pathetic ending, which the doctor 1s 
inclined to label “ the ruling passion.” He was attending an elderly Jewish tailor 
in his last’moments, and the old man knew full well that the end was. near. “Doctor,” 


he said, “ you have been very kind, very gentle, and I thank you.” “And all the 
time,” adds the medico with genuine feeling, “the poor old fellow was fingering 
the material of which my coat was made, passing it gently between his fingers to 
ascertain the quality and the texture.” 


Our enterprising Yiddish contemporaries are nothing if not up-to-date. They 
have arranged within recent weeks to offer free legal and medical advice to thei, 
readers. Inthe former case, it is possible for a plaint to be heard in camera, 
advice to the value of six-and-eightpence being tendered with a readiness that 
quite naturally amazes the humble clients. Iam told that the greater number of 
applications arises out of industrial matters, disputes between employer and 
employed preponderating. The medical advice is no less comprehensive in 
character, and, it would seem, is highly appreciated. But what interests me is the 
unwillingness of ever so many applicants to seek the ready help which the Beth 
Din is in a position to offer. Here is a case, for example, with which the magis- 
trate of the local court attempted to deal. An elderly Israelite lodged some com- 
plaint about his young wife. “Why did you not see the Rabbi?” enquired the 
magistrate. Came the reply: “A Rabbi can do no geod.” “ Then,” answered 
the cadi, “‘a magistrate can't.” In nine cases out of ten the applicants will be 
found to have made no attempt to seek the aid of the Ecclesiastical Assessors. 
They are inclined to reason that justice cheaply secured can hardly be worth while. 
Eventually they drift to a solicitor, and alter all is said and done they help to 
swell the ranks of those saddened mortals who are unanimous upon the point that
